“ By that,” said he, “ I mean such 
things as railroad and hotel service 
and personal service such as bari 
bering.

With Pasadena to v o te this week o n a plan fo r the 
establishment o f a junio r high scho o l, interest in the 
sy stem has been aro used in a number o f co mmunities 
o f So uthern Califo rnia. 
The time is no t far distant 
when Santa Ana must v o te bo nds to make adequate 
pro v isio n fo r its junio r high scho o l, and fo r that 
reaso n any discussio n that thro ws light o n the pur­ 
po ses o f the junio r high scho o l sy stem is o f real co n­ 
sequence to the residents o f this city . 
A statement, issued by A. C. CMney , co mmissio ner 
o f seco ndary educatio n, o f the State Department o f 
Educatio n, in co nnectio n with the situatio n at Pasa­ 
dena, is therefo re o f interest here. 
Mr. Olney ’s state­ 
ment reads as fo llo ws: 
The junio r high scho o l is a means o f bridging 
the sudden transitio n fro m elem entary to high 
scho o l. 
It is an o rganizatio n o f the sev enth, 
eighth and ninth grades o n the departm ental 
plan, with pro mo tio n by subject instead o f by 
grade. 
It is a plan to pro v ide fo r the dev elo p­ 
ment o f the capabilities and special gifts o f 
indiv idual students rather than to treat ail as 
if they w’ere alike in capacity and ability. 
Lo s Angeles’ experience sho wed that befo re 
the junio r high scho o ls were o rganized 54 per 
cent o f their registered pupils dro pped o ut o f 
the ninth grade.

The present plan o f eight years fo r elem entary 
grades and fo ur fo r high scho o l giv es the same 
kind o f training to all students alike. 
The na­ 
ture o f the instructio n in the sev enth and eighth 
grades is similar to that o f the first six grades. 
The purpo se o f the junio r high scho o l typ’e o f 
instructio n is to reco gnize the effects o f the 
great physical 
and 
mental 
changes bro ught 
abo ut in each indiv idual during ado lescence, to 
realize the great v ariatio n amo ng different in­ 
div iduals and to m eet the needs and require­ 
ments o f all the pupils by gro ups. 
General co ursA in general science and in 
co mmunity and ho me o ccupatio ns are o ffered in 
o rder that the pupils may explo re a wide field 
o f activ ities. 
The kno wledge gained sho uld en­ 
able a pupil t<5 cho o se the general directio n 
either o f his v o catio n o r o f his future study. 
A number o f the leading educato rs o f the state 
hav e declared that within a co mparativ ely few y ears 
the junio r high scho o l will be a part o f the o rganiza­ 
tio n o f ev ery pro gressiv e scho o l sy stem in the United 
States. Dr. Nicho lis Murray Butler, president o f Co ­ 
lumbia Co llege, o ne o f the best kno wn men in Amer­ 
ica, has this to say : 
Fo r many years we hav e felt that the o ldtime 
traditio nal div isio ns o f o ur public educatio nal 
system no lo nger co rrespo nded to the real facts 
o f intellectual and mo ral gro wth and dev elo p­ 
ment o r to the needs o f many co mmunities. 
It 
is pretty generally co nceded that the o ld fash­ 
io ned eight-year elem entary scho o l co urse is 
much to o lo ng, and that the elem entary scho o l 
pro gram sho uld no t extend o v er six years at 
mo st. 
Sim ilarly it was felt th at the o ld fash­ 
io ned fo ur-year high scho o l co urse was either 
ho t lo ng eno ugh o r was no t pro perly div ided 
and that a six-year pro gram o f seco ndary studies 
was mo re desirable. 
Santa Ana is mo v ing in the directio n indicated by 
Mr. O bey and Dr. Butler. 
No t until within the past 
y ear, ho wev er, was the ninth grade included in the 
junio r high scho o l. 
It is there no w, and do ubtless it 
is there to stay . 
The co nstructio n o f adequate build­ 
ings o r additio ns fo r this impo rtant scho o l canno t be 
lo ng delay ed.

A Co lumbia Univ ersity pro fesso r, member o f the 
American Bar Asso ciatio n and autho rity o n tax atio n,

It is a new idea that withdrawn 
campaign co ntributio ns wo uld wo rk faster than well- 
filled ballo t bo x es. 
It isn’t difficult to see that go v ernment ex pendi 
tures remain pretty high, and that tax es might be 
co mfo rtably lo wered. 
And may be the answer is a 
y awning and empty campaign purse fo r each o f the 
big po litical parties. 
Still, that isn’t the best way to do things in this 
co untry . 
And wo uldn’t it take just abo ut as lo ng to 
educate all po ssible campaign co ntributo rs in the wis­ 
do m o f such united actio n as it wo uld take to educate 
v o ters in the effectiv e use o f the v o te?

INDIAN CITIZENSHIP 


The Indian Fello wship League, which has just held 
its fo urth annual co nv entio n in Chicago , clo sed its 
sessio n with a reso lutio n calling upo n the President 
and Co ngress to enact legislatio n giv ing the Indian 
full citizenship rights. 
The reso lutio n no ted especial­ 
ly that “ the Indians are the o nly race liv ing amid 
civ ilizatio n witho ut a flag o r witho ut a co untry .” 
The Red Man, ev en at this late date, pro bably 
will hav e a struggle to attain full citizenship. 
Yet 
it is hard to believ e that, en masse, he is no t just as 
much entitled to it as any o ther racial gro up in this 
co untry . 
There are no t Indians eno ugh to wreck the go v 
emment if the ballo t were put into their hands, ev en 
if they had the inclinatio n, so they hardly lo o m as a 
menace. 
On the o ther hand there are many indi 
v iduals amo ng them far better qualified fo r the in­ 
telligent ex ercise gf citizenship than many perso ns 
who already enjo y it as a birthright. 
To giv e them 
citizenship as a race might pro v e just the stimulus 
they need to spur them o n to self-impro v ement.

BUSY FREIGHT CARS 


Railro ad activ ity usually tells the truest tale o f 
business co nditio ns, and railro acj. activ ity is sho wn best 
by the mo v ement o f freight cars. 
In the wo rst phase o f the business slump there 
were mo re than 500,000 idle cars in the co untry , 
with 15,000,000 to ns o f carry ing capacity . 
Early in 


September this surplus had fallen to 4 3,000 cars, with 
6 8 ,000 cars wanted by shippers which fo r v ario us 
rfeaso ns co uld no t be furnished at the time. 
Thus 
the half-millio n surplus o f idle cars is alto gether 
wiped o ut. 
There is no w an actual car sho rtage, 
which is gro wing as business accelerates its pace and 
the demand fo r transpo rtatio n increases. 


Busy cars mean busy peo ple. 
The labo r surplus 
also is practically wiped o ut. 
Such unemplo y ment 
as still ex ists is lo cal and fragmentary , and the few 
idle men, like the idle cars, co uld find instant cm- > 
plo y ment if it were po ssible to get them where they 
are wanted. 


So it lo o ks like full speed ahead fo r the co ming 
winter.

He kno ws that the supreme co urt o f o ne o f the 
w ettest states (Lo uisiana) expressed the accepted 
v iew o f the 18 th amendment when it said: 
“When we lo o k into the 18 th amendment itself 
we find an express co mmand to bo th go v ernments, 
(state and federal), to pass acts o f the nature o f 
Act 8 .” 
(An enfo rcement act similar to the W right 
act). 
He kno ws also that 46 states, wet and dry, 
hav e met this requirem ent by the passage o f acts 
similar to ths W right act. 
Furtherm o re, his o wn explanatio n o f his wrine 
and beer platfo rm expo ses it as a fake. 
It co nsists 
in jo ining in the campaign to v eto , thro ugh the 
referendum, the W right act, and in a pledge to 
v eto future enfo rcem ent acts. 
This wo uld no t per­ 
mit wine and beer. 
It wo uld o perate to permit 
bo o tleg bo o ze. There is o nly o ne way in which wine 
and beer can get the sanctio n o f law and that is 
by an amendment o f the natio nal law.
